England of Orient, 
Nation’s Dream. 


Drunk with Luck, Newly-Rich 


Plan to Corner Market of 
Billion Buyers. 
Ten Millions Invested in Her 
Cotton Industry, Which 
Pays 70 Per Cent.

TOKIO (Japan) Feb. 2.—Japan 
today, drunk with superwar profits, 
speculation and ambition, is plan- 
ning being the England of the 
Far East. She dreams of manufac- 
turing and selling the things that the 
1,000,000,000 people of the Orient 
use. 

Like a rocket, she shot in three 
or four short years from a poor, 
struggling nation to a rich, success- 
ful and ambitious one, with scores 
of prosperous industrial institu- 
tions paying from 50 per cent. to 
more than 100 per cent. dividends 
annually. She has scores of new 
mushroom millionaires — “narikins” 
—who, drunk like the rest of the na- 
tion with luck and fortuné, see 
Japan, with its cheap labor. 
great industrial nation of the east. 

At present Japan is on a wild buy- 
ing bee, particularly in regard to 
factory machinery. For her cotton 
industry alone she has contracted for 
more than $10,000,000 worth of 
spindles, although this special phas»> 
et her buying is due to her pledges 

given at the Washington labor con- 
ference to short her. hours of 
textile work from twelve to ten and 
to do away with the night ehift for 
women and girls. But numberiess 
new cotton manufacturing companies 
are Ifkewise being organized. fas- 
einated with the annual profits of 
70 per cent. to 100 per cent. of the 
last two or three years. 

With all the rest of the world busy 
with active warfare Japan, whose 
only real contribution was a hand- 
ful of destroyers in the Mediterra- 
nean and her own navy patrol in the 
Pacific. was able to gobble all the 
trade in the Far East. Germany was 
shut out of the field, England's fac- 
tories were making munitions and 
army goods and her ships were busy 
with war work. America, which 
made some. commercial gains the 
first two years of the war, was 


thrown into the whirl of things, and“ 


her self-made embargoes clamped 
down the lid besides. 
HER BIG CHANCE. 

Japan, waiting for just some such 
chance, made the best of her golden 
opportunity. She worked day and 
night, doubled, trebled prices, turn- 
ing out much that was inferior, but 
always getting away with it, because 
there were no other goods to buy in 
the world. With the world busy 
elsewhere she saw her chance, too, 
to grab her 4phere of influence and 
slice off fine chunks of commercial 
territory for herself. 

But today she finds America a 
much stiffer competitor than ever, 
while England is starting on the big
